Committee on Missions Reports Pro­ 
gress at the Session of the Presby­ 
terian General Assembly at Eagle 
Lake, Ind.—Splendid Work Done 
By Devoted Men. 


Eagle Lake, Ind., May 27.—The lirst 
order Wednesday in the Presbyterian 
general assembly was the report of the 
committee on foreign missions. 
The report of the board of foreign 
missions showed that efforts had been 
made to curtail expenses as far as pos­ 
sible in view of the reduced receipts,but 
in spite of such efforts an increased de­ 
ficit was reported. A large part of it 
was due to a falling off in the item of 
legacies. 
It was suggested that the extra effort 
to extinguish the debt of the board had 
an effect on contributions to the cause 
of foreign missions. 
Special praise 
was given to the work of the women’s 
boards and to the young people’s so­ 
cieties. 
Six foreign missionaries died and 
eighty-three were sent out during the 
year, a large proportion of whom, how­ 
ever, returned to former fields of labor. 
The receipts were as follows: From 
churches, $270,479; women’s boards, 
$299,115; Sabbath schools and young 
people’s 
societies, $54,049; 
legacies, 
w $89,736; miscellaneous sources, $95,549. 
Unused appropriations and the sale of 
properties on the field increased the 
assets by $60,129. 
The total expenditures were $936,061, 
of which $57,621 was for administration 
and printing. The total debt amount­ 
ed to $113,239, which was reduced by 
receipts from the anniversary reunion 
fund to a net debt of $97,454. 
The 
largest appropriations were 
made for work as follows: China, $174,- 
697; India, $167,373; 
Japan, 
$78,145; 
South America, $80,080; Syria, $59,055; 
Siam and Laos, $71,114; Persia, $73,193; 
Africa, $41,365. 
The board has securities to the 
amount of $257,580, the interest 
on 
which is available for current work. 
It also owns securities of $38,102 upon 
•which it has not yet realized and spec­ 
ial funds aggregating $366,866, of which 
$135,455 belongs to the permanent fund. 
The Presbyterian building in 
New 
York furnished the board $929,885, of 
which $54,740 belonged to the interest 
account and $14,203 represented taxes. 
Loans on the building aggregated $610,- 
000 and $17,054 had been received from 
rentals. 
The gifts made toward the 
building amounted to $270,893. 
The selection of Charles W. Hand 
cf Brooklyn as treasurer of the board 
was announced. 
At the beginning of the afternoon 
session James Yereance of New York, 
chairman of the committee on publica­ 
tion and Sabbath 
school 
work, re­ 
ported on the operations of that board 
during the last year. 
The receipts of the Sunday school de­ 
partment were $13,611, a decrease of 
$5,357 from last year. Seventy-six mis­ 
sionaries have been 
in 
commission. 
The expenditures amounted to $13,330 
less than last year, the total being 
$111,633. Operations have been carried 
on in twenty-two states and territories, 
and schools organized or reorganized to 
the number of 1.327, a net decrease of 
twenty-six for 1895 and 1896. The num­ 
ber of teachers 
and scholars 
were 
60,503. 
Work of the day closed with the re­ 
port of the special committee on church 
temporalities, offered by the Rev. Dr. 
John Fox of Brooklyn. 
By the adop­ 
tion of the 
report the 
general as­ 
sembly overtures the presbyteries con­ 
cerning two alterations of the form of 
government, tending to define 
more 
closely the powers and duties of the 
sessions, deacons and trustees in the 
management of church affairs, in tem- 
poral and other matters. 
Elder John Wanamaker lectured at 
night at the Presbyterian church 
of 
Warsaw on “The Present Needs of Our 
Country.” The popular meeting at the 
Auditorium was devoted to the cause 
of foreign missions, and many work­ 
ers from the field told of their labors 
and their prospects.

Amendment Proposed by Senator Vest

Washington, May 27.—The first vote 
on the tariff bill was taken in the sen­ 
ate Wednesday. 
It came after a two 
hours’ debate on the item of boracic 
acid, which, although 
comparatively 
unimportant, afforded an opportunity 
for the first alignment of the various 
elements. 
Mr. Vest (Mo.), a Demo­ 
cratic member of the finance commit­ 
tee, moved to make the rate on boracic 
acid 3 cents instead of 5 cents per 
pound, as provided by the committee. 
This presented a direct issue between 
the committee and the opponents of 
the bill. The amendment was defeated 
—yeas 29, nays 34. The vote was large­ 
ly on party lines. The affirmative was 
made up of nineteen Democrats and 
one Populist, Heitfeld. 
The negative 
was made up of twenty-nine Republi­ 
cans, two Democrats, McEnery (La.), 
and White (Cal.); two silver Republi­ 
cans, Cannon (Utah) and Jones (Nev.), 
and one Populist, Stewart (Nev.). 
The debate was participated in by 
Senators Vest, Jones (Ark.), Aldrich, 
Perkins, White, 
Caffery, Gray 
and 
Stewart. Seven paragraphs of the bill 
were considered during the day, the 
committee being sustained in each in­ 
stance.

Loudon, May 27.—A special dispatch 
from Athens says that Great Britain 
has declared her intention to abandon 
the concert of the powers if it be de­ 
termined that the occupation of Thes­ 
saly by the Turkish troops shall 
be 
prolonged until Greece shall have paid 
the war indemnity demanded by Tur­ 
key. 
Constantinople, May 26.—The with­ 
drawal of Germany’s objection to the 
tollective note of the powers on the 
subject of the terms of peace between 
Turkey and Greece was due to the rep­ 
resentations which the powers, espec­ 
ially Russia, made to Berlin. 
Germany, in addition to objecting to 
sign the note until Greece consented to 
abide by the terms agreed upon, ob­ 
jected to the indemnity clause, being 
opposed to the principle of indemnity 
being settled forthwith and on the ba­ 
sis of the present resources of Greece. 
This attitude upon the part of Ger­ 
many is attributed to a desire to re­ 
arrange the Greek finances in a man­ 
ner giving better security to the Ger­ 
man bondholders. 
The adhesion 
of 
Germany to the action of the powers in 
this respect has greatly relieved the 
situation.

taxation, the $2,000,000 for the school 
fund included, will be $8,600,000. It is 
figured that the remaining $2,400,000 of 
the $11,000,000 expenditure will be met 
by other revenues of the state.
